ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH. 


Summary  of  action  taken  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1896, 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  Disease  : — 

Small  =  pox.  No  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  being  100  less  than 
last  year.  The  usual  routine  was  followed,  notice  of  each  case  was  sent  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer, 
Free  Library,  &c. 

Typhus  Fever.  No  Cases. 

Enteric  Fever.  Seventeen  Cases,  including  two  deaths.  They  were  all  sporadic  in  their  origin,  and 
could  not  be  traced  to  any  definite  source  ;  occuring  one  or  two  at  a  time,  and  not  connected  with  each  other 
in  any  way.  One,  at  least,  was  supposed  to  have  been  imported. 

Diarrhoea.  Four  deaths. 

Diphtheria.  Three  cases,  all  died. 

Croup.  Three  cases,  all  died. 

Whooping  Cough.  Twelve  deaths  were  registered  from  it.  There  must  have  been  between  four  and 
five  hundred  cases,  as  every  young  child  in  the  place  seemed  to  have  it. 

Measles.  Two  deaths,  it  was  not  prevalent. 

Erysipelas.  Seven  cases,  one  death. 

Notification  of  Disease.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  cases  were  reported,  a  decrease  of  one 
hundred  on  last  year  :  Scarlet  Fever,  255  ;  Diphtheria,  3  ;  Croup,  3;  Enteric  Fever,  17,  Erysipelas,  7. 

Water.  Good  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Bad  Meat.  Not  any. 

Offensive  Trades  or  Smoke.  Not  any. 

Sewerage.  Very  Satisfactory. 

Scavenging.  Continues  to  give  satisfaction.  1 1,100  privies  were  emptied  during  the  year,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  756,  and  by  far  the  largest  number  we  have  ever  had. 

Reports  have  been  made  to  each  Council  meeting  during  the  year,  showing  the  work  done,  birth  and 
death  rate,  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district  :  and  a  house  to  house  visita¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  to  each  of  the  1776  houses  in  the  district,  and  a  special  visit  when  any  nuisance  was  re¬ 
ported.  Four  common  Lodging-houses  and  12  Slaughter-houses  were  also  inspected. 

The  Deaths  number  161,  or  i6'42  per  1000,  of  these  48  were  under  one  year,  a  decrease  of  4,  ;  23 
over  one  year  and  under  five,,  8  between  five  and  fifteen,  37  between  twenty  five  and  sixty,  and  31  over 
sixty  years  of  age. 

Zymotic  disease  caused  9  deaths,  and  considering  the  large  number  of  Scarlet  fever  cases  this  is  very 
good. 

Births,  307,  or  3i‘3i  per  1000 — a  decrease  of  17  on  last  year. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances.  This  department  continues  to  give  every  satisfaction,  but  we  have  to 
deplore  the  death  of  our  Inspector,  whose  place  will  be  very  hard  to  fill.
